More than 200,000 sol- 
diers, North and South, took part iu 
the Gettysburg campaign and more 
than a fourth or 50,000 are alive to- 
day.

Next, if every one or the 1,000 


residences in Gettysburg were thrown 
oi*n to the visitors, if every public 
Place was prepared for their lodging, 
this town would be crowded to Its ut- 
most capacity with 15.00* people and 
lodging beyond that number, whether 
for veterans or visitors, will be a prob- 
feut for the celebration commission to 
solve,

Camps on every side might be the 


solution for the public but hardly for 
veterans throe score and ten years of 
age. Vney should have the protection 
of floors and roof. 


Again, the water system of Gettys- 


burg that has successfully taken care 
of encampments forming a community 
of, four times the population of the 
town, might >je able to provide for 
50,000 or more but not for hundreds 
of thousands for a four days* celebra- 
tion. 


Gettysburg Is without a hospital and 


camps would have to be arranged in 
the most sanitary way and hospital 
protection provided for the town and 
camps and in a community where 
there are no hospitals a hurried four 
days' celebration would be without 
thorough sanitary and health protec- 
tkra. 


Many other unanswerable reasons 


are open to verification of the commis- 
sion, and the physical impossibility of 
a four days' celebration demands an 
anniversary of such length as the cir 
cuuisiances require; two weeks, three 
weeks, or as long as the Gettysburg 
campaign covered, two months. 


A celebration covering a fortnight, 


or a month or two mouths could be 
arranged so that there should be a 
.Veterans' pay, a Military Day, a Civic 
pay, a National Day. as the commis- 
|sion proposes. 
The States could be 


given specified days for their celebra- 
tion, and by a program the 'crowd 
•eould be kept a-moving one and one 
-well within the physical possibilities 
of Gettysburg, including comfort and 
care to the aged, veteran, for dividing 
the celebration In this way the State 
could provide protection in barracks 
aad temporary; shelter. 


A celebration of such length as the 


circumstances -demand -would -give the

of Gettysburg is net* intended to be a 
narrow occasion limited to the «ir 
vivors of the Battle of Gettysburg but 
its purpose is a broad one, in remem 
berinr the .battle to celebrate the na- 
tional peace in a great peace memorial 
and the celebration should not be 
given a limited or restricted sigrtifl 
cance, but a great, broad, national in 
terpretation. 


With hundreds of thousands of vet- 


erans as proposed guests, it follows 
that many of these guests will bring 
a wife, a daughter, a son, granddaugh- 
ter or grandson, and the guests and 
their immediate relatives will be a 
tremendous throng such as Gettysburg 
has never seen since the great battle.

SHERIFF FISSIL IS UIOCKED 


DOWH BY BLOW UW HEAD. 


AauuUit Pittcnturf and 


Etcapt by the Frtnt 
Door of Jail. 


The most daring and dastardly es- 


cape from Jail was made by three prU 
oners on Christmas evening. 
It is 


doubtful whether iu the history of the 
Jail a Sheriff had ever been attacked 
In the way Sheriff Fissel was In order 
to effect an escape. The attack was In 
a way that the offender took the 
chances of committing 
murder to 


make that escape. 
The only reason 


why Sheriff was not killed was be- 
cause he was not hit on the right spot 
on the head. The attack was entirely 
unprovoked, and has every indication 
of being planned and a time beine 
chosen when he would be off his 
guard

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There has never lieen an official at 


the jail more kind than Sheriff Fissel 
and his family and on Christmas day 
they had gone to much trouble to give 
the prisoners a good Christ map din- 
ner, which all had enjoyed. 


It is said that during the day one 


of the men who escaped had asked 
whether the Sheriff and his family had 
gone out to take Christmas dinner 
anywhere, evidently concluding there 
would be fewer people about the jail 
on that day to interfere with them in 
their proposed villainy. 


Sheriff Fissel had been about the 


jail most of the day and all evening 
and at the usual time for closing up 
at about half past eight, went to the 
locked iron door leading into the corrl- 
dot and told the prisoners assembled 
In the corridor that It was bed time. 
Those in the corridor at once began to 
disperse, going to their cells. 
The 


Sheriff did not notice anything unus- 
ual and unlocked the door so that he 
could enter the corridor and lock each 
cefi door. 


It Is always customary with the 


Sheriff to flrst lock himself in the cor- 
ridor before proceeding to lock each 
cell door and he turned to tack the 
corridor door. Joseph Gordon had 
taken a position in corner of eorridor 
evidently concluding what tha'.-'!" 
would do and that in turning- 
he would not be noticed. No sooner 
did the Sheriff have his back to him 
ms«t of turning the key in lock tba* 
Gordon jumped at Sheriff Fissel. He 
had in his hand a beer bottle In which 
vinegar is kept for the us* of the pris- 
oners at their meals and with all his 
might he brought the bottle down on 
the head of Sheriff Fissel. The blow 
was one intended to fell, If not kill the 
Sheriff, and he went to the floor stun- 
ned. 


At once the key to the corridor door 


was in the hands of one of the pris- 
oners, the barred door unlocked and 
the three prisoners, Joseph Gordon, 
James Pittenturf and John Brannoh, 
were bolting for freedom. Sheriff Fis- 
sel struggled to his feet dazed from 
the blow, but the three most desperate 
prisoners had gone and there was no 
movement on the part of the others to 
join in the light 


Archie Clay was in the kitchen 


working at the stove with a poker, and 
hearing the running came into the 
hall of the jail in time to.see the three 
go out the front door. He gave chase 
and saw Pittenturf and Brannon turn 
eastward and Gordon westward. The 
latter was nearest to him and Clay 
threw his poker at him and followed 
htm giving an alarm until Gordon dis- 
appeared down the alley at J. C. 
Hoke's residence. 
A general alarm 


quickly went over the town and soon 
Deputy Sheriff Geo. Fissel. County De- 
tective Wilson, and policemen were on 
he ground and efforts were started 
to apprehend the escaped prisoners. 


tlr. J. P. Dalbey responded immedi- 


ately to the call sent him and found 
hat Sheriff Fissel was not seriously 
hurt, the skull not being fractured in 
any way, but from the wound given 
there had been a copious flow of blood 
drenching collar, shirt and clothes of 
the Sheriff, so that he presented the 
sight of a much injured man. 


The three escaped prisoners have 


been troublesome fellows and were 
considered by many as desperate char- 
acters, .lames Pittenturf faced a long 
term in the Penitentiary. Me Iiad 
been convicted and it was only a ques- 
tion of the length of the term await- 
ing the decision and he evidently re- 
alized that his only chance was an es- 
cape from the Adams county jail—at 
no thne too secure. After the Novem- 
ber court he complained of his soli- 
tary confinement in his cell while oth- 
ers were allowed the freedom of the 
corridor and finally his incessant beg- 
ging for this privilege gave it to him. 


his relatives at Philadelphia were In- 
formed of his arrest and had replied 
that they had helped him out of 
pades for the last time aud he mould 
have to take whatever punishment bis 
misdeeds brought him. 


Two robberies are reported during 


the night and it is believed that thta 
trio or two of them are responsible for 
the deeds. The store of Thomas Bros, 
at Blglervllle was broken into about 
midnight. 
A neighbor, Mr. Seas^ly, 


was awakened by what seemed to be 
an explosion, but may have been the 
method adopted to gain admission. 
Glass windows were broken either jn 
gaining access to store or in leaving. 
There was evidence that the robbers 
were after money and clothing, and 
the escaped prisoners did not have any 
too much clothing lor an escape on a 
December night. Mr. Seasely gave the 
alarm and the desperadoes escaped. 


They are next heard of at Guernsey 


where the warehouse of Zach Peters 
was entered and money drawer broken 
Into and $12 taken with some postage 
stamps and other articles. 


Three men have been apprehended 


at Goodyear and are awaiting ideuti- 
catloo as we go to press.

Sffayiag Beacflts Fruit. 


A pioMlntt railroad official called 


ttw attention ofBtale ZoologlM, H. A. 
Hurhwe, to a rumor which he had 
heard Iu one portion of Pennsylvania 
to the effect that apraytof produced 
fruit of poor quality. He tu|tg*sted 
that this wroug Idea should be correct- 
ed before it Rains further ground. In 
reply to this Dr. Surface wrote as fol- 
lows : 


"I note with unusual interest that 


In the vicinity ot West Chester, Pa , 
the fruit is reported as large and Hue 
In color, but poor iu quality and flavor, 
with the prevalent opinion that this is 
due to spraying. I can only say that 
if we would devote our energy in chas- 
ing down and controverting one-balr 
of such rumors that get started, we 
could do nothing else but chase phan- 
tom B. Let those who wish to raise 
fruits without spraying them try to do 
so, and they will find that they can 
not produce quality without it. 


The beat fruits grown] in this State 


are invariably those iu orchards that 
have been sprayed. Sprayed fruits 
keep longer and have the best quality 
They are the ones that take the prizes 
in the various County and State Ex- 
hibitions. There is absolutely 
no 


foundation foi the rumor that spray- 
ing impairs quality. Thus it seems to

Several varieties of the Contlnen 


tal dollars are now known, and ho 
only were there various designs .show 
ins trifling differences but they been 
in different metals, silver, brass and 
white metal. The rarest of the series 
the 
one owned by Mr. Granberg 


shows marked differences from some 
of the others. Underneath the dia 
and above the motto Is inscribed in 
small letters "E G Fecit." "E G" are 
supposed to have been the initials o 
the engraver of the dies. 


Prom what can be learned there are 


only two specimens of the above dol 
lar known in silver, the one owned by 
Mr. Granberg; and another said to be 
in the collection of an1 Eastern histori 
cnl society. The variety is also known 
in- brass and white metal. The spec! 
mons in the latter two. metals are also 
rare,and held at a.premium. The one 
in brass is much rarer than that in 
white metal. 


The next rarest variety of the Con 


rinental Currency dollar is of similai 
design to that mentioned above, but 
the engraver in cutting the dies made 
an error in spelling "currency"' with 
but , one 
"r." A similar specimen, 


showing this error, and the only one 
known in the metal, was formerly in 
the collection of John G. Mills of Al 
b.a!iv; whose collection was sold iu 
1904. The coin at that time brought 
1500. Since that time the values of 
Colonial coins particularly have risen 
enoimously and that dollar would now 
bring a very much higher figure if 
offered for sale. 


The design showing the .error was 


also struck in brass and white metal. 
It has been stated by experts that only 
five are known in brass. One of these 
a^so offered at the Mills sale, brought 
$27, which would be largely advanced 
if sold to-day 
The same variety In 


white metal brought |18 at the Mills 
sale. 


There must have been a considera- 


ble issue of coins of this design In 
white metal, judging by the number 
of dies that were made, us evidenced 
by tbe known s|>ec!niens. One design, 
with the error In the selling of "cur- 
rency," shows a comma under the let- 
ter "n." It was struck In brass from 
recut dies. But two such specimens 
are known. amLtne'last record of sale 
o| one, the Parmelee sale of 1S90, held 
In New York City, was |26. Even the 
commonest of the white metal speci- 
mens are held at a premium of several 
dollars. 


The only con tern jwrary mention of 


tliese pieces Is given in Crosby's 
"Early Coins of America" and was 
taken from Watr-on's "Chert|lc,il En- 
Mya" (Dublin, 1791), In reference to 
wins of this design struck- to tin.

JMfeoas 


In recent year* constderaole inquiry 


aud Interest has been manifested by 
local gunners and otnan, as to what 
has become of tbe wild pigeons-so 
numerous many years ago in this sec- 
tion and other parts of the state. For 
some cauoe they are almost extinct— 
at least in this part of the state. 


Forty years ago these birds were 


very plentiful in spring and autumn 
of tbe year, In tbe woods of this sec- 
tion.

of pigeons was seen in a woods near 
New Chester, along the Big Cooewago 
creek.

Tbe report of 'The Birds of Penn- 


sylvania," by Dr. B. R. Warren, orui- 
tholoa-ist of tbe Pennayl vania State- 
Board of Agriculture, 1890; stated that 
in 1881) wild pigeons were found ia 
great numbers in j£lk, Forest, Warreu, 
JVIcKean, Potter aud Cameron coun- 
ties. In tbe region about Emporium, 
Cameron county, and near Kane, Mc- 
Kean couulv, immense quantities of 
these birds were killed, packed ia 
barrels aud shipped iu carloads to the 
New York markets. 


Tliey built tbeir nests in trees aud 


laid ouly two eggs at a time, but bred 
twice or ofteuer iii a year, and botb 
the male aud female took part ID in- 
cuuation. 


No wild pigeon is known to have- 


been iu this immediate vicinity since 
1875, wheu fnut were shot by a gunner 
in Rnlin's woods, uear Bell's Station. 


Two years ago a number of men be- 


came interested Iii trying to save this 
beautiful and typically American 
bird from the doom of utter exteimiu- 
ation. A committee was formed, aud 
it was decided to issue rewards, not 
for dead Passenger pigeons, which 
would defeat their very object, but 
for evidence of an uudisturbed nest- 
ing. There are uow open, ana have 
been for two years, rewards amount- 
ing to about ?(3,000 for the person who 
shall report, without disttubing tbem, 
a nesting pair of Passenger ptgeoua, 
An expert ornithologist will be sent to 
identify tbe birds, and if they prove to 
be as reported, tbe reward will be 
turned over to the tinder.

elivpetch from Gettysburg:: 


"Surprising conditions are being re- 


vealed in the inspection of the public 
schools of Adams county under direc- 
tion of local physicians in compliance 
with the provisions of the school code. 


Practically every school building ex- 


amined up to this time, falls short of 
the requirements, either in regard to 
the proportion of light space or the 
number of cubic'feet allotted to each 
inipil. There are also numerous de- 
fects in the pupils examined and in 
one school not one perfect pupil was 
retxn ted. 


The medical inspection was adopted 


In altout 50 per cent, of the school d»s 
tricts in the county, thfe code making 
It optional and the other 50 per cent 
not accepting it." 


A correspondent of the "Hanover 


Record comments on the above as fol- 


lows: 


Just uhat we expected, an explosion 


tind exposure. But the conditions of 
the schools in Adams county are no 
worse than in other counties, in nian> 
rural districts. 
If tne other 50 per 


cent, of the schools in Adams countv 
«re refused medical inspection it's the 
fault of the school boards. We believe 
that 
the Commissioner of Health 


should insist on the medical inspec- 
tion of every school in Adams county, 
and tue schools in every other coun- 
ty. We believe the Commissioner of 
Health has the power. 


We know that the management and 


supervision of schools under the Old 
Regime, by school boards, in many ru 
ral districts, was not according to the 
piovisions of the law; did not comply 
with the law requiring compulsory 
attendance of pupils or anything in 
particular for the betterment of the 
•schools. 


If school boards aie tc be the iudges 


as to the necessity for medical inh 
tion of schools, then some of them will 
never have it. And it is all due to 
the pecuniary end of it. 


But, after all, we are progressing on 


one line, and that is compulsory at- 
tendance. In the last few weeks seven 
men were sent to jail for five days 
each, because they lefused to pay fines 
for not compelling their children to 
attend school. If this course is fol 
lowed in rural districts it will not 
take long to bring delinquent parents 
to a sense of their duty. 
If parents 


have no valid excuse for non-compli 
ance with the law they must take the 
consequences. 
It seems no impression 


could be made on those delinquents 
by any other means. These cases do 
not apply to Adams county. 


If a child over 14 can secure an em 


ployment certificate and prove that be 
is regularly employed, he can remain 
away from school. No firm or anj 
other person has a right to employ 
any child between 14 and 16 years of 
age, during the term of compulsory 
attendance fixed by school boards, or 
accept service from such child unless 
the child furnishes or holds an em 
ployment certificate. The penalty is 
cot less than $10 or more than $25 for 
the first offense or 10 days in the coun- 
ty jail, or either or both. So says one 
of the provisions of the code.

The $60,000 Smelter. 


The Eagle Metalic Copper Com pan > 


plant near Charmian, to begin opera- 
tions this week, is located on the side 
of a hill about one-half mile below the 
Charmain station of the W. M. R. R 
it is 300 feet in length and includes 
the building containing the boilers, 
air compressors, electric light plant, 
"ngine and blower. The engine is liO 
horsf-po-.ver and tho boilers 250. 


Next to the boiler comes the smel- 


ter house which is connected with the 
dust Hume, a tunnel shaped affair of 
concrete and bricks 170 feet in length 
10 bv 12 feet in depth and width. At 
the far end of the tunnel is a stack 
104 feet in height 
It is in this tun- 


nel that the fumes fly from the smel- 
Ter and in the bottom of which collect 
the metals. 


By the time tne fumes reach the 


stack every particle of value will be 
extracted and when the fumes leave 
the stack they lose any destructive or 
obnoxious qualities which otheiwise 
would he an annoyance to the sur 
rounding country. 


On the north side of the boiler the 


coke, soft COB!, crushed ore and flu> 
which will mix into different propor- 
tions, are wheeled on Iron barrows to 
the acaln. weighed and dumped Into 
the smelter. 


The ore will be qnarrted instead of 


mined by shaft or slope.

Tho*e Unfortunate People. 


TTp In the center of the Gulf of St 


Laurence the small group of Mag 
dalen islands are populated by three 
or four thousand lineal descendant) 
of the Acadian* under Cbamplain and 
De Monts, who were driven out o 
New France, Nora Scotia, by the En* 
lib. 


Since the first setlcment In 1763 


generations of the same families have 
raised scanty crops In the valleys and 
fed sheep and cattle on the high, con- 
ical hill* which constitute a promi- 
nent feature of an insular landscape. 


Tear after year men have gone out 


on the water* of the gulf in search of 
the cod, mackerel and lobsters on 
which a livelihood depend*. They are 
a simple, primitive people, these na- 
tives of the Magdalen*, laboring all 
the. while under circumstances that 
are most discouraging. 


The archipelago contains 12 or 13 


distinct Island*, 
including several 


grim rock* which are not inhabited 
and never will be. But the remark- 
able feature about the physical forma- 
tion of the whole group i* the way In 
which one Island t* in some Instance* 
connected with another by a long 
stretch of sandy beach, enabling a per- 
son, if he desire* to do so, to go for a 
•core of miles or more along the most 
barren shore in the world, one that 1* 
uninhabited and unrelieved by vegeta- 
tion of any kind, and the only animal 
life being the thousands 
of 
gulls, 


ferns, gannets and other sea fowl 
which are extremely numerous in all 
this region.
